CHICAGO, Aug. 24—State’s Aft- 
torney George P. Coutrakon said 
today he will investigate opera- 
tions of Chicago Downs Harness 
Racing Association, following dis- 
closures that Illinois legislators, 
officials or their wives have sub- 
stantial stock in the organization 
and have drawn rich dividends. 


Coutrakon, of Sangamon county 
(Springfield), announced he will 
conduct a personal and prelimi- 
nary inquiry to see if there are 
grounds for grand jury action. 

Springfield, home of the State 
Legislature, which passed a 
quickie bill in 1949 enabling Chi- 
cago Downs to conduct harness 
racing at Sportsmau’s Park in 
Cicero, outside Chicago, is in 
Sangamon county. 

“What I've read about this in 
the newspapers doesn’t mean any- 
thing criminal has happened,” 
Coutrakon said. “There is noth- 
ing wrong with buying stock, un- 
less the stock was received in 
consideration for a vote.” 

Racing Group Inguiry. 

The Illinois Harness Racing 
Association also is starting an in- 
vestigation of the “entire situa- 
tion involving Chicago Downs,” 
following publication by the Post- 
Dispatch and the Chicago Daily 
News that one fourth of the $10,- 
000 capital stock is held by legis- 
lators, other state officials or 
their families. 

The stock, bought at 10 cents a 
share, has paid $1.75 in dividends 
on each share from two meetings 
at Chicago Downs and a further 
dividend is expected from the 
third summer meeting, which 
closed early this month. 

Some legislators who voted for 
the quickie bill but weren't of- 
fered the highly-profitable stock 
later obtained jobs as track offi- 
cials at $25 a night. 

Ex-Convict Named. 

Erwin S. (Big Sam) Wiedrick, 
ex-convict and general manager 
of Chicago Downs, was named by 
several legislators as the man who 
let them in on the deal. 

When the association was first 
formed, it was learned today, the 
100,000 shares of 10-cent stock 
were held only in the names of 
Wiedrick and William H. John- 
ston Sr., of Jacksonville, Fla., 
president of Sportsman’s Park 
and owner of Florida dog tracks. 

Each listed himself as trustee 
for 50,000 shares. Following the 
1949 meeting at Chicago Downs, a 
new list of stockholders, showing 
the distribution to legislators and 
others, was filed with the Illinois 
Harness Racing Association. 

Sale Is Unexplained. 
No explanation was given as to 


how or why the stock was sold. |

Old Guard Views Yalta 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Only one consciously bent upon de- 
tracting from historical «reality and 
truth would agree with your false im- 
plications of Yalta. In-its adverse ef- 
fect upon the Republic it is without 
precedent. Executive agreements are 
old. To circumvent the constitutional 
powers of the Senate, expediency has 
often been justified. 

For Soviet Russia's entry into a war 
that was all but consummated we 
agreed to lend-lease two billion dol- 
lars of materials to Roosevelt's cohort 
in arms. Six days later hostilities 
ceased but we kept our promise to 
help revive Soviet Russia’s devastated 
economy with the lend-lease. With 
formal American recognition of Rus- 
sian imperialistic pre-eminence in areas 
contiguous to the Soviet Union we were 
given a flimsy promise that European 
areas liberated could freely determine 
their government. 

What justified this faith in Russia’s 
promise to adhere to the agreement? 
Only an atavistic aberration would be 
unmindful of Russia’s flagrant infrac- 
tion of conditions contingent upon 
American recognition of Russia in fall 
of 1933. 

Roosevelt was so utterly stupid as 
naively to believe Russia would recog- 
nize the internationalization of Dairen 
and Port Arthur and joint Sino-Rus- 
sian use of the Manchurian railways; 
what is of conspicuous importance is 
that China was not represented when 
these Soviet imperialistic encroach- 
ments were sanctioned. Only later, 
through the friendly persuasion of 
America, did China agree to these hor- 
rible terms. 

No one can deny that for a consid- 
erable period of time the Yalta stipu- 
lations were secret. Truman, Pender- 
gast’s protege, was unaware of them. 

These facts are incontrovertible: that 
Roosevelt lacked trust in the judg- 
ment of the American people is ob- 
vious, and that the Republican Old 
Guard can have no alternative but to 
impress upon the Roosevelt idolators 
, the immensity of his grievous sin 
against humanity. We of the Old Guard 
can judge because of our not having 
been party to such deceit.

President Truman’s message requesting 
stronger economic controls was inescapable, but 
will his audience recognize that? For this is the 
same Congress that ignored the same strong ar- 
guments a month ago, in passing a weakened 
price control law. 

So far, Congress has been too concerned with 
immediate interests. and special interests, to the 
detriment of necessary long-range thinking. In- 
flation has to be recognized and controlled in 
advance. It cannot be controlled by hindsight. 

Mr. Truman proved this in his message. Since 
the start of the Korean war, consumers’ prices 


have risen nearly 9 per cent. But most of this - 


occurred before price control. The price rises 
were held to less than 1 per cent under the law. 

Recently living costs seem to have reached a 
kind of plateau, but the rumbles of an earth- 
quake can easily be felt deep down underneath. 
This year, as the President said, we are spend- 
ing 40 billion dollars for defense, but next year 
will increase this vast sum by half. This year in- 
dustrial production has risen very little as com- 
pared with last year, but next year more of the 


' slackening output niust go for defense. 


It takes no magic to foresee that more money 
is going to be circulating around fewer con- 
sumer goods. It takes no swami to predict that 
in the next year the pressure on prices will in- 
crease. Yet Congress, ignoring the omens, cut 
three holes in price controls which Mr. Tru- 
man noted: 

The Capehart amendment is a gift to sellers, 
for it allows them to raise prices to meet all 
cost increases, whether these are justified or not. 


The Herlong amendment is a gift to whole- 
salers and retailers both, for it allows them 
their “normal” percentage markups; and the 
more prices rise, the more they stand to gain. 

The Butler-Hope amendment is a gift to the 
black market, for it prevents allocation of live- 


' stock to legitimate packing plants. Without allo- 


cation, a wild scramble for limited livestock 
supplies is possible, and black marketeers will- 
ing to disregard ceiling prices will have the ad- 
vantage. 

Congress should halt these. gifts. Concessions 
to special interests have no place in a law meant 
to protect the whole nation and its defense pro- 
gram from the costly and dangerous threat of 
inflation.

mouthed, little Evita Peron, wife of Argentina’s 
Dictator-President Juan D. Peron. She and her 
spouse and their Peronista organizations pretty 
well settled the matter at the big turnout in 
Buenos Aires. 

The actual election will be little more than a 
formality. Opposition to the Perons is splintered 
as badiy as the pitcher that went to the well 
once too- often. And there is a law which forbids 
opponents to unite against the couple in the 
Casa Rosada. 

‘Even if there. were no such law, what would 
be the difference? The Perons control the press, 
the radio, the ballot-counters, the police and, 
sadly, millions of the voters. That was demon- 
strated by the way the crowds were herded into 
Buenos Aires to shout for the Perons to “lead 
Argentina forever.” 

The shouts were for both Perons, -ut the lady 
was very much in the center of the picture. 
After all, it is something new for a Latin Amer- 
ican woman to go into politics. True, Evita has 
long been in the thick of things. There are those 
who say she is her husband's brain, that he has 
done nothing without her concurrence since he 
came to the fore in the 1943 revolution. 

Certainly it was she who brought him back to 
power after he was arrested in October, 1945, 
by rallying the descamisados, the shirtless ones, 
for the mass demand for his release. But so far 
she has never held office. And there were those 
in the Argentine who said—until Wednesday's 
show at least—that even the Perons would never 
violate the Latin prejudice against women in 
public life. 

But Evita has been preparing the way for just 
such a break with tradition. Long ago she made 
herself the champion .of votes for Argentine 
women. And the Argentine women will vote for 
the first time in November. What could be more 
romantic than that they should. mark their first 
ballots for one of their own? After all, Evita 
will not be running for the presidency, only 
the vice-presidency. <u 

That job means about as much as it does in 
the United States: presiding over the Senate 
and not much more, except succession in case 
something happens to the President. Some say 
that Senora Peron is 29 years old. Some say she 
is 34. But everybody knows her husband is 52. 
and that he will be 58 when another presi- 
dential term runs out. So, if they are to rule 
“forever,” Evita seems sure to get her chance. 

She is an ambitious woman, but maybe her 
ambitions are satisfied for the time being by

Payoff at a Race Track 

Why do many citizens tend to become cynical 
toward political life and affairs? 

The story of Chicago Downs, harness race- 
track in Cicero, Ill., authorized by the 1949 ses- 
sion at Springfield, illustrates why only too well. 

It took a special bill to open a running race 
track to harness racing. The bill was handled 
by legislators of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties on a “quickie” basis. Seventeen 
days after the law became effective the race 
track was in operation. 

Since then, as the Post-Dispatch told yester- 
day, fantastic dividends have been paid to stock- 
holders, including several State Senators and 
Representatives. One of the stockholders is the 
wife of Democratic ‘Representative Paul Powell 
of Vienna, who was Speaker in that session. 
Another stockholder is Representative Reed Cut- 
ler of Lewiston, Republican leader in that ses- 
sion. ; 

Two legislators who helped get the bill 
through, Republican Representative W. B. West- 
brook of Harrisburg and Democratic Senator 
Frank Ryan of Chicago, were put on the race 
track’s payroll. The chairman of the comfnittee 
which approved the bill, now dead, became 
chairman of the United States Trotting Associa- 
tion. 

Do any of these inside beneficiaries expect 
people to believe that there was no connection 
between political activities in behalf of this spe- 
cial legislation and the high-paying stock and 
race track jobs quickly dished out? If so, they 
are either fooling themselves or just do not 
care. 

This is a matter for Illinois officials to inves- 
tigate, as well as for the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee. If a legislator took money to vote for a 
bill, he could be charged with accepting a bribe. 
Just how different is it to accept a job or 
bonanza stock? 
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Hich Cost of Segregation 

The high cost of racial segregation in Mis- 
souri’s public schools may soon be driven home 
to St. Louis county residents. 

This is because overcrowded conditions in 
some St. Louis high schools—principally the 
three Negro high schools—has forced the Board 
of Education here to consider ending the prac- 
tice of accepting students from suburban dis- 
tricts on a tuition basis. Most of the 158 St. 
Louis county high school pupils enrolled in St. 
Louis schools last year were Negro. 

The St. Louis board’s position is causing coun- 
ty school officials much concern. And well it 
might. For, if the Negro pupils cannot be ac- 
commodated in the city, the county districts in 
which they live will be forced to provide the 
separate facilities required by the State Consti- 
tution. This may even involve new construction 
at a cost to the taxpayer far greater than the 
tuition of $306 a pupil curreftly paid. 

The only real answer, of course, is to change 
public policy so it will conform to reason and 
the clear intent of the Federal Constitution. 
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Repeat, Repeat, Répeat 

One of the chief problems raised*-by Mc- 
Carthyism is demonstrated by the plight of the 
State Department in connection with Ambassa- 
dor-at-large Philip C. Jessup. This former pro- 
fessor of international law at Columbia Univer- 
sity is one of the most responsible diplomats 
of the day. On him rests one important inter- 
national task after another. 

Yet Ambassador Jessup is an almost constant 
target for verbal assault by Senator McCarthy. 
Taking to the radio again, the Wisconsin Re- 
publican says that the diplomat is a former 
editorial director of a Communist publication 
which received “thousands of dollars of Com- 
munist money.” 

The position of the State Department is that 
these attacks on Ambassador Jessup are a fab- 
rication, that they are a resort to the now 
familiar tactic of “repeat, repeat, repeat” with 
little or no regard for the truth or the facts 
involved. 

But what is the State Department to do? 
Shall it answer each attack? Then it becomes 
involved in an unseemly argument with a po- 
litical detractor who is rated by a group of 
Washington correspondents as the “worst” Sen- 
ator. Shall it ignore the attacks? Then it seems, 
in the eyes of some citizens at least, unwilling 
if not unable to defend itself. 

McCarthyism is a sickness and the American 
people have not yet found the chre. Heaven 
help the country if they do not have the pre- 
scription- by 1952! 
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A Duty and a Privilege 

The Missouri Bar subcommittee’s proposal 
for a uniform and statewide standard of qualifi- 
cations and exemptions for jury service brings 
home the fact that reforms are long overdue 
in this field. : 

As the subcommittee pointed out, statutory 
exemptions from jury service have very little . 
basis in logic or reason. Moreover, the statu- 
tory qualifications for jury service vary greatly 
throughout the state. Variations between cities 
and counties of different size are especially 
great, although it is difficult to see why. 

To remedy the situation, the subcommittee 
urges that new standards should provide “for 
liberal qualifications and few exemptions, leav- 
ing to the trial judge a large discretion in deter- 
mining under what circumstances jurors should 
be compelled or permitted to serve.” | 

This might help to prevent men of ability 
from talking themselves out of jury service. 
It also might raise the .intelligence level of 
juries to at least that of the average of the 
whole community.-

SHAKEDOWN WEAPON 


A Way to Stop Gambling 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Petty gambling for “charity” can lead to lax attitude toward law 
énforcement and pave way for big-time rackets, writer says; urges 
public organizations to avoid harmful means of fund-raising; tells, 
how Connecticut citizens organized to defend law against gamblers.

Highly organized and well financed 
forces are pressing for relaxation of the 
laws to permit gambling in one form or 
another in most of the states. This effort 
must be defeated. 


Gambling stands among a half-dozen 
most desperate problems facing 6ur nation. 
It corrupts individual character, home life 
and legitimate business, as well as govern- 
ment. 


Gambling corruptf#-everything it touch- 
es. J. Howard McGrath, United States 
Attorney General, called a national con- 
ference to consider the emergency created 
by its spread. City, 
state ‘and federal 
law-enforcement  of- 
ficials, who found 
the problem beyond 
their control unless 
they should have 
the help of federal 
laws in respect to 
interstate communi- 
cations and com- 
merce, called on 
him to act. 

The Attorney Gen: 
eral emphasized that 
the “big, vital fac- 
tor” in law enforce- McGrath 
ment is public sup- 
port. He declared: “The time 1s ripe for 
public support of law enforcement 
through press, radio, motion pictures, 
civic clubs, business leaders, churches, 
schools, labor unions and every form of 
decent organization.” 


Public opinion must be educated as to 
the true nature of this evil. When it is 
aroused, it will have a great contest on its 
hands, for many well meaning people are 
deluded. 


Naive View of “Innocence” 


For example, volunteer firemen and 
certain veterans’ organizations in Con- 
necticut are now urging relaxation of the 
state anti-gambling laws. They want the 
Legislature to make exceptions for non- 
profit groups, permitting them to break 
the basic law by use of gambling devices 
for money raising. Exceptions are asked 
for religious, civic, charitable, educational, 
fraternal and veterans’ groups and for 
volunteer fire departments, Granger and 
other nonprofit organizations. If these 
exceptions do not in themselves open the 
state up to gambling interests, they will 
be perverted to do so. 

These naive citizens fail to

No Exceptions Wanted 


To meet this threat to public morality, 


the “Connecticut Committee for 


gambling; (2) to oppose any relaxation 
of the state laws and any exceptions in 
their application to religious, charitable 
and other nonprofit groups, some of which 
seek to promote minor forms of gambling 
for fund raising; (3) to encourage their 
legislators to uphold the present laws; 
and (4) to stand in readiness to appear 
personally at the state capitol for a hear- 
ing. 

The Connecticut: Committee has pre- 
pared for wide distribution and use by 
local committees a printed tract on the 
gambling issue. It is also distributing a 
sheet listing violations and abuses of the 
laws as widely practiced by religious and 
civic groups which have been using gam- 
bling devices for fund raising. 


Other states can benefit from observ- 
ing how this issue came to a head in this 
state. For several years the law-enforce- 
ment officers in Connecticut closed their 
eyes to the lesser forms of gambling prac- 
ticed by groups seeking to benefit from 
so-called “petty” gambling. They used 
raffles, money wheels, punch boards, and 
other devices, all of which are illegal in 
the state. The legislature legalized bingo 
under certain regulations for such non- 
profit organizations. 


Better Way to Get Funds 


It is now clear that this was an open- 
ing breach in the walls erected against 
the corrupting tide of gambling. Abuses 
of the laws, including the bingo law, be- 
came so common and flagrant that the 
district dttorney of Fairfield county served 
public notice in 1949 that the laws would 
be enforced regardless of who the pro- 
moters might be. 


Then some of the groups thus hurt be- 
gan to cry for a change in the laws. They 
demanded the scalp of the district attor- 
ney. They sought to do legally what they 
formerly did illegally, regardless of the 
effect on the community, They carried 
the issue to the legislature. So the issue 
is squarely before the people of the state. 


Groups. which stand to gain by relax- 
ation of the laws cry that there is no 
way for them to raise money for their 
purposes—which are often in themselves 
worthy—except by gambling methods. 
This is of course nonsense.

16 POLIO CASES REPORTED 
SINCE SATURDAY, 52 FOR YEAR 


Sixteen cases of poliomyelitis 
have been reported to the St. 
Louis-St. Louis county chapter of 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis since last Satur- 
day, bringing the total for the 
year here to 52, it was announced 
today. There were 31 cases for 
the same period last year. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Louis 
health commissioner, said that, 
while: the present rate of inci- 
dence is higher than in 1950, it is 
not grossly unusual. He pointed 
out that at this time in 1949 a 
total of 181 cases had been re- 
ported. 

There have been three deaths 
among city and county patients 
this year. In addition, 18 patients 
from other parts of Missouri have 
been treated here, two of whom 
died. In Missouri, 142 cases of 
infantile paralysis have been re- 
ported so far this year, the Divi- 
sion of Health said.

ITU CLAIMS CONTROL 
OF TELETYPE PRINTING 


Insists on Jurisdiction Except 
Over Such Operations by 
~ Wire Services. 


ATLANTA, Aug. 24 (AP)—The 


International Typographical Union 
staked out a claim yesterday to 
the rapidly developing process of 
printing by teletype. 

The printers claimed jurisdic- 
tion over the expanding field of 
teletypesetting at their ninety- 
third annual convention here. The 
delegates adopted a committee re- 
port defining the operation of 


teletypesetters as “composin ‘“ 
room work.” 


Union President Woodruff Ran- 
dolph said the ITU would insist 
on jurisdiction over the tech- 
nological process with the excep- 
tion of teletypesetter operations 
by the Associated Press, United 
Press and International News 
Service. 


At the same time, delegate 
Glenn Hays of Detroit warned the 
printers that they must learn to 
operate the new machines if they 
are to make their bid for juris- 
diction stick. 

The teletypesetter is a machine 
that sets type from a perforated 
tape. In the case of wire services 
the tape is punched at points 
many miles away, with the tele- 
typesetters operated by members 
of the AFL Commercial Teleg- 
raphers Union. Both ITU and 
CTU are affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The ITU second vice presi- 
dent, Harold Clark, said that con- 
ferences had been held between 
ITU and CTU officers to pre- 
vent the CTU from sending to 
newspapers where the ITU is on 
strike or has been locked out. 
Clark reported the ITU was 
seeking negotiation of contract 
clauses by the C.T.U. to prevent 
such practices. 

After debate during which an 
ITU feud with the pressmen’s 


“|union was mentioned frequently, 


delegates rejected a proposal to 
reword the organization's juris- 
dictional assertion. It now de- 
clares that ITU reserves the 
right to reclaim jurisdiction over 
any subordinate union in any part 
of the printing industry.

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And a Pretty Good Show, Too 
DON’T know why something that is fun, but fluffy and in- 
consequential, should be described condescendingly as good 
Summer entertainment. The temperature in an air-cooled 
movie house is the same, perhaps even cooler, in summer than 
in winter, so certainly the weather has 
nothing to do with the receptivity of the 
customer. He shouldn't be as tired in the 
as in the winter either, because he 
doesn’t have to lug around a heavy suit and 
overcoat on his frame. But, following cus- 
tom, I'll describe “MEET ME AFTER THE 
. : SHOW, a Technicolor musical comedy open- 
ing tonight at the FOX THEATER, as good summerweight en- 
tertainment. [I'll even go further. It’s good winterweight 
entertainment. 

This has a flippant farce script which develops a custom- 
ary comedy situation with a light and amusing hand, and 
better than average tunes and dancing for a movie musical. 
Betty Grable is a mvsical comedy and revue star, whose pro- 
ducer husband, 1acdonald Carey, admits under no pressure 
whatsoever that he is a genius, and considers her a Trilby 
to his Svengali. He saw her in a Miami honkey-tonk seven 
years before, married her and molded her into a Broadway 
star. After the custcmary quarrel which is a necessity for all 
domestic farce, she turns up again in the same honkey-tonk, 
with, to all intents, amnesia. The husband and his rival, Eddie 
Albert, a tenor suspected of wearing a girdle, have to com- 
pete for her attention as strangers, and have yet another 
competitor, a Nature Boy ‘Rory Calhoun), who is a lover of 
the cpen sea and flying spray. 

Not only is the book diverting, but the dance numbers 
are staged with style and imagination by Jack Cole, who 
dances in some o them with Miss Grable, and, too, some of 
the Jule Styne-Leo Robbin songs are stimulating. Betty does 
a couple of songs in a rowdy low-down style worthy of Betty 
Hutton in “It’s a Hot Night in Alaska” and “No Talent Joe,” 
the latter with several ponderous muscle men. The finale, “I 
Feel Like Dancing,” is one of Cole’s fancier creations. 


Rehash of Mrs. Cheyney 

“The Last of Mrs. Cheyney,” the polite Frederick Lons- 
dale society crook comedy which served as a movie vehicle 
for Norma Shearer and Basil Rathbone in 1929, and Joan 
Crawford and William Powell in 1937, has been dusted off, 

tricked out with a new setting and types, 
and renamed “THE LAW AND THE LADY.” 
It opens tomorrow at LOEW’S STATE. 

As a crook team composed of the daugh- 
ter of a pub keeper pretending to an Eng- 
lish title, and a titled ne’er-do-well passing 
himself off as a butler, Greer Garson and 
Michael Wilding manage to keep much of 

the suave drawing-room flavor of the original comedy. But 
in order to qualify Marjorie Main and a new Latin disccvery, 
Fernando Lamas, for roles in what originally was a highly 
British play, the scripters have done considerable tinkering 
They have moved the country house setting for the jewel 
theft to California at the turn of the century, with Miss Main 
as the rough-hewn nouve-riche owner, and Lamas as a neigh- 
ber of an old California family of Spanish descent, so Spanish 
in fact he still speaks with a strong accent. This makes for a 
rather curious jumbling of stress, from the smooth Garson- 
Wilding murmuring of bright, cryptic Lonsdale lines to the 
near-low comedy of Miss Main’s style, to impetuous Latin 
wooing, with the phase of the English butler regarded with 
awe by uncouth rich western Americans reminiscent of 
“Ruggles in Red Gap.” 

The Lonsdale style of high comedy demands that nothing 
bring it down to common levels, so the shifting of dramatic 
gears leaves it sometimes looking a little silly and overly 
mannered, as when the butler-nobleman toys with a little 
revolver to hold the others at bay in the climax. But there 
are still enough good lines to provide some amuse.nent. 

Lamas, an Argentine who was a matinee idol in South 
America, seems a likely bet for one here, although one can 
never accurately predict the reaction of the girls in matters 
of this kind. He has looks, but is not a mere pretty-boy. He 
has charm, is a competent actor with style, and gives an in- 
telligent performance. 


Poor Custer—Nobody Told Him 

There is a new line in cavalry vs. redskins Westerns which 
is springing up. It is about the Men Who Tried to Warn 
Custer. There was one at the Fox a few weeks ago, and now 
“WARPATH,” a routine effort, at the AIR-WAY, MANCHES- 

TER, NORTH and RONNIE’S drive-ins, re- 
peats the idea. As everybody, and I mean 
even the little kids, knows what happened 
to Custer at the Little Big Horn (Errol 
Flynn took care of that), you know from the 
start the warning party or patrol won't get 
to the dashing colonel and save him. I 
couldn't imagine a theme with less suspense. 
Even the movies wouldn’t dare to change history enough to 
extricate him from that jam he was in. This stops short with 
an anticlimactic thud with the announcement by a major that 
the warning riders didn’t get through, and Custer is dcomed. 
They didn’t show the Little Big Horn battle, it says in the 
press-book, because it would be “too dolorous” an ending. 
Couldn't be any more dolorous than the one they have. I'll 
bet what really happened was the budget ran out. 

This mixes in another tired and true Western theme, the 
gunman tracking down the killers of someone close to him. 
Edmond O’Brien joins the Seventh Cavalry to get close to 
the suspects, who turn out to be Forrest Tucker and Dean 
Jagger, though why that drastic step was necessary isn’t made 
clear. 

As this is a cavalry movie, they do have some smaller 
Indian battles. The first is a good example of movie military 
tactics. The Indians charge on horseback’ across a river to 
an island held by a troop of cavalry, whom they greatly out- 
number. They reach the cavalry barricades, jump off their 
horses and shoot, knife and club the hapless troopers. You'd 
think it was all over. But no, for some unexplained reason, 
the next shot shows all the Indians withdrawing back across 
the river, so they can charge again and get mowed down 
again. Just gluttons for punishment.

He waited for us 


How It Started

A “Bitter Pill.” 


HERE are many kinds of bit- 

ter pills that we have to 

swallow if we live long 
enough. For this is one of our 
most popular metaphors to de- 
note the necessity to accept — 
disappointment, disillusionment, 
loss, humiliation. It is another 
way of referring to having to 
take one’s medicine. However, 
today when it is said that some- 
one gives you a bitter pill to 
swallow, it is without the impli- 
cation that you deserve this, 
which exists in the allusion to 
taking your medicine. 

The concept of the “bitter 
pill” seems to be one of Shakes- 
peare’s inventions, for the meta- 
phor fails to appear anywhere 
before his use of it in “The Two 
Gentlemen of Verona,” in Act 
II, scene 4, where Proteus says 
to Valentine: 


“When I was sick, you gave me 
bitter pills; 

And I must minister the like 
to you.” 

And what Proteus “ministers” 
is indeed a bitter pill, for it has 
to do with the woman in the 
case, and is not what Valentine 
wants to hear! 


It should be noted that long 
before the “bitter pill” became 
proverbial, the same idea was ex- 
pressed in terms of “bitter medi- 
cine,” which went back to Chau- 
eer’s “bitter drink.” In his “Troy- 
lus and Cressida,” Chaucer wrote 
that to be healed of a great sick- 
ness, “Men moste drinke, as men 
may often see, Fyl Bittre drink.” 


Thus Shakespeare had a prece- 
dent from the Fourteenth cen- 
tury for the metaphor which 
James Kelly later defined, in his 
“Scottish Proverbs,” in these 
words: “Bitter pills may have 
blessed effects: Present afflic- 
tions may tend to our future 
good.”

Inspired play by the declarers 
could have fulfilled the three- 
heart contracts, but in most cases 
the result was a one or two-trick 
penalty. Even the declarer who 
made three hearts, scoring 140 


points, was not as “happy” as he 
would have been if he had 
doubled the opposing two spades. 

In a situation of this sort the 
respective vulnerability is of 
course a amount issue, and 
with N - South vulnerable, 
it is this writer’s opinion 
that East should have doubled two 
spades instead of taking the ag- 
gressive course of bidding three 
hearts. East’s reasoning, undoubt- 
edly, was that his partner’s take- 
out double of a spade showed 
good support for the other major 
suit, and this was a sound con- 
clusion as far as it went. Observe, 
however, that West really had 
that good support for hearts and 
yet that the highest potential 
profit for East-West was in the 
defensive position. 

The salient feature of the situa- 
tion was, from the East point of 
view, that East had (a) a far 
better general hand than West 
could have expected; (b) substan- 
tial strength in spades; (c) a 
singleton diamond which might 
be valuable on defense; and 
finally (d) that a one-trick pen- 
alty, giving East-West 200 points, 
would be better than any part- 
score they could make. If they 
could make game, the two-spade 
contract could probably be de- 
feated 500 points.

For a Quarter Century 


Freak Rainstorm Charted the Course 
For Charlie Sava, the West Coast's

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24. 
HE austere, elderly woman 
stormed out of her chauffeur- 
driven limousine and stomped 
into the shabby building which 
houses the Crystal Plunge Swim- 
ming Pool. 

She stabbed a challenging fin- 
ger at a squarely built man with 
bushy black hair in a faded sports 
shirt. “You must be Mr. Sava,” 
she pronounced authoritatively, 
“I have to learn to swim in a 
hurry, and you're going to teach 
me. You're the only man in San 
Francisco who can do it.” 

Charlie Sava, the world’s most 
successful swimming coaeh as 
judged by the number of prizes 
won and records broken by his 
students, didn’t crack a smile. 
He suggested a six-lesson course. 

“Oh, no!” the imperious cus- 
tomer replied. “I’m going to a 
swimming party tomorrow, so I’ve 
got to learn to swim today.” 

Sava shrugged. “Let’s get start- 
ed,” he said. 

An hour later, dried off after 
her first swim and confident of 
her ability to cope with any pool 
or ocean, the elderly matron 
paused on the doorstep of the 
Crystal Plunge. “Mr. Sava,” she 
demanded, “how old do you think 
I am?” 

“Oh,” he answered diplomatic- 
ally, “I’d say about 50...” 

“Hmph!” the new swimming 
devotee snorted. “I’m 78. And 
I'll have you know that I'd be 
a world’s champion swimmer if 
I'd discovered you a few years 
earlier.” 

Charlie Sava, ex-newsboy from 
the sidewalks of New York, for- 
mer jockey, onetime hoarse-voiced 
Army top sergeant, and self- 
taught natatory professor chuck- 
led at the compliment. 

. The memory is one of the few 
treasures he’s accumulated during 
a quarter century of sensational 
success as a swimming coach. It

Both must live as their nature and needs 
require; therefore the best solution is to keep them as far 
apart as possible. Public playgrounds are of great assistance 
here. Older children can play themselves out there and re- 
lieve the older people. 

What about the little ones? Three’ little boys riding tri- 
cycles can make as much noise as a ball team in full action. 
Again, if they can play out of sound of their elders, fine. But if 
they have no such refuge, what then? All I can say is they 
must be endured. Their outdoor play must be accompanied by 
noises or it is not play, and play they must have.

INDOORS they must be trained to be quietly busy. Older 
people have their rights, their positive need for peace and 
quiet at times and children must be taught that there are 
manners for the house and other manners for the outdoor 
playground and both must be observed.

ALSO, PEOPLE frequently be- 
lieve they have a disease because 
of certain symptoms although 
they don’t have that disease at 
all. Thus, having a much milder 
condition which may disappear 
by itself or be relieved by general 
treatment, they will testify with 
all sincerity that the “treatment” 
cured them of the disease they 
thought they had but didn’t. 

The worthlessness of testi- 
monials has been shown repeated- 
ly in the case of fatal diseases. 
A sufferer from advanced cancer 
may give a testimonial for some 
worthless cure. The death certi- 
ficate a few months later shows 
how valueless the testimonial 
was. 
Literally thousands of patent 
medicines and gadgetary “cures 
have been perpetrated upon the 
public through _ testimonials. 
Again and again, in thousands of 
these instances for 50 years, the 
testimonials have been investi- 
‘gated by such disinterested par- 
ties as the Post Office when a 
fraud was suspected. Often the 
person whose name appeared in 
advertisements as being bene- 
fited had either died from their 
disease instead of being cured or 
had not been benefited over a 
period of time. Some claimed 
they had not written what ap- 
peared over their name in the 
testimonial.

THE EFFECTIVENESS of sur- 
gery and X-ray in cancer, of in- 
sulin in diabetes and of other 
specific treatments which have 
saved so many people’s lives were 
proven by controlled experiments, 
not testimonials. 

A controlled experiment uses 
two large groups of people with 
the same illness and otherwise 
as nearly identical as possible. 
With both groups receiving the 
same food, exercise, or other 
treatments, only one group re- 
ceives the treatment to be tested. 
Physical examinations, X-rays, 
blood tests, and other positive 
means are used to collect data 
on the progress of the disease in 
every person in each group. Then 
the results are tabulated and 
subjected to statistical analysis 
in order to find out whether 
chance alone would have given 
the beneficial effects. With all 
other things being as equal as 
possible, if a significant number 
of people in the group who re- 
ceived the treatment were bene- 
fited, then there is good evidence 
that the treatment is effective. 
This is a controlled experiment. 
It is a scientific method of prov- 
ing the effectiveness of new 
treatments. It does not depend 
upon what one person thinks 
about the results from a bottle or 
two of medicine.

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-——Your Food Problems 
of Variety 


By Edith M. Barber 


IT SEEMS AS IF THERE IS NO OTHER FRUIT THAT HAS AS MANY 
VARIETIES AS THE: PEAR, WHICH IS IN PLENTIFUL SUPPLY THIS YEAR. 


HE 1951 pear season has been 
T announced as usual by Cali- 
fornia which sends us Bart- 
letts and a particularly plentiful 
supply this year. It seems as if 
there were no other fruit that has 
so many varieties. All have some- 
thing in common as to flavor but 
they differ in texture. 
The Bartlett is a very juicy 
pear and as it ripens, the skin 


turns from green to yellow. We 


generally purchase these pears 
when they are just about ready to 
eat. If not quite in this state, 
they should be left at~room 
temperature for a day or two and 
then eaten at once, as they spoil 
quickly after this point has been 
reached. 

The Bartlett pear came directly 
from France. The small trees still 
growing in their own soil were 


»shipped 10,000 miles to the Sac- 


ramento valley in California. 
When the trees began to bear 
during the gold rush, some of 
them were actually sold for their 
weight in this precious metal. The 
same Elliott orchard is still pro- 
ducing fine pears for which we 
pay comparatively little. 


No fruit is better for eating out 
of hand than a well-ripened pear, 
but we like it for salads and fruit 
cups and also for cooking very 
lightly. As a dessert at the end 
of a meal: Pears with cheese per- 
haps accompanied by French 
bread or crackers are particularly 
delicious. Another way of serving 
them in raw form is to halve 
and core them, and to arrange 
them in a shallow dish, then to 
drench them with a syrup or with 
a mixture of orange and lemon 
juice plus grated orange rind. 
Chill in the refrigerator for sev- 
eral hours and serve garnished 
with sliced lemon or orange. 

For a salad, the pears can be 
drenched with French dressing 
and chilled until you are ready 


to arrange them on a bed of let- 
tuce or other greens. Watercress 
ad pears go well together. Some- 
times we top them with a cottage 
or cream cheese if we want a 
hearty salad. Grated Swiss cheese 
or Amreican cheese may also be 
used. 
Chilled Pears in Syrup. 

One cup brown sugar, one cup 
white sugar, one-half cup water, 
one tablespoon lemon or lime, 
one slice vf orange or grated 
orange rind, three to four Bart- 
lett pears. Sherry or white wine 
to taste, if desired. 

Mix sugar with water. Add 
lemon or lime juice and slices of 
fruit, Bring to boiling and stir 
until sugar is dissolved. Halve 
and core pears but do not pare. 
Arrange in shallow dish, pour 
syrup over fruit and chill. Serve 
garnished with lemon, lime or 
orange. Wine may be added to 
the syrup just before pouring 
over the fruit. Note: A few drops 
of pink or green coloring may be 
added to the syrup. 

Pears in French Dressing. 


Ingredients: One-half teaspoon 
sugar; one teaspoon salt; one 
teaspoon paprika; one tablespoon 
prepared mustard; one-fourth cup 
lemon or lime juice; one-half cup 
salad oil; two tablespoons minced 
sweet onion; two _ tablespoons 
minced celery; two tablespoons 
minced green pepper; three to 
four Bartlett pears. 


Mix sugar and seasonings. Add 
fruit juice and stir until well 
mixed. Add salad oil gradually 
and beat with rotary or electric 
mixer beater several minutes. 
Fold in minced vegetables. Halve, 
pare and core pears and arrange 
in shallow dish. Drench with the 
dressing and chill. Serve on bed 
of salad greens. Sprinkle each 
pear with minced parsley or top 
with cream or cottage cheese.

Answer: Tms misuse of “any 
more” is not uncommon in the 
midwest, especially where many 
persons are of German descent. 

Such constructions as “The 
store carries fresh vegetables any 
more” apparently result from 
confusing “any more” with “once 
more” or “now.” The idioms are 
the opposite in meaning. . 

“Once more” expresses the idea 
of “again’’: i.e., as .it used to be, 
so it is again. 

“Any more” expresses the idea 
of “further; from now on; here- 
after; no more.” “Any more” 
therefore, is nearly always nega- 
tive. For example: 

Positive: The store carries fresh 
vegetables once more (the store 
used, to carry fresh vegetables 
and it now carries them again). 

Negative: The store does not 
carry fresh vegetables any more 
(the store no longer carries fresh 
vegetables, thought it used to). 

Positive: The mail man comes 
about 10 o’clock once more (as he 
used to). 

Negative: He does not come 
around 10 o’clock any more (al- 
though he did in the past). 

Positive: He is on the baseball 
team once more (he used to be 
on the team, and he now is on it 
again). : 

Negative: He is not on the base- 
ball team any more (though he 
used to be). 

Note that “any more” also ex- 
presses a negative idea in such 
usages as these: I do not love you 
any more. I do not. care for 
any more coffee. Do not worry 
any more about it. I do not like 
him any more than you do. He 
would not lie any more than he 
would steal.

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HE most effective discipline is 
T that which takes into account 

what the child, considering his 
personality and his age level, can 
do—and. makes its demands ac- 
cordingly. This is what we mean 
when we recommend the use of 
Developmental Techniques — that 
is, techniques, or ways, of hand- 
ling, which fit the child’s level 
of development. 

It is as worthwhile to try to un- 
derstand what a child of any giv- 
en age is really able to do as it is 
to understand how any given ma- 
chine works before you try to run 
it. 

This is where the child special- 
ist can come in. Not so much to 
tell you how to discipline your 
child as to give you the informa- 
tion about normal child behavior 
which will help you to decide 
what kind of demands it is fair 
to make.

A SAMPLE of a Developmental 
Technique, or adapting discipline 
to a chiid’s development, can be 
given in relation to table man- 
ners: 

Study of normal New Haven 
children tells us that the majority 
of children are quite unable to 
take part in the family meal with 
acceptably good manners before 
7 or 8 years of age, or even later. 
A completely firm handling would, 
nevertheless, demand perfect man- 
ners before that age, and would 
punish any lapse. 

Parents who adapted their hand- 
ling of their child to his develop- 
ment would recognize the véry

SIMILAR EXAMPLES could be 
given for every kind of behavior, 
and in each instance the most 
successful handling would be 
based on a knowledge of when it 
is reasonable to start expecting 
any desired good behavior. Much 
time, energy, emotion, scolding 
and punishment can be saved by 
not expecting too much too soon. 

But using developmental tech- 
niques effectively should do more 
than tell you what not to expect. 
It implies understanding the me- 
chanics of behavior at every age 
level so thoroughly that you know 
how to motivate or encourage your 
child toward the kind of behavior 
you desire. That is, if you under- 
stand how a child’s organism 
works, you will understand how
